of the Order of Maltha; the firſt Plenipotentiary of France at the Treaty of Reſ- 
wick was a Harley ; the late Archbiſhop of Paris, who was a Duke and a Cordon- 


Bleu was a Harley alſo, he was ſucceeded in that Church-Dignity by the Cardinal 
de Noailles, &c. s | 


I ſhould have thought it a Treſpaſs not to do Juſtice to Mr. Harley in this Point 
alſo, in informing the Publick of what I know of the Ancientneſs and Nobility of 
the Harleys of France, who account if their Honour to be of the ſame Family with 

' theirs, altho' my Deſign is not to Flatter Mr. Harley, whoſe great Actions ald Suf- 
ferings as they are above Envy, ſo are they above all the Encomiums of the beſt 
Pens, much more of mine. I confeſs with Grief, that I did my ſelf for a Time enter. 
tain diſadvantagious Prejudices of him, which I hope he will Pardon me. I do not 
doubt, but that the Wounds he received lately by that Emiſſary of the Enemies of 
Great Britkin, will undeccive and convert a great many, who were alſo prejudiced 
againſt him. The ſaid Wounds are the moſt ſignificant and Authentick Certificate of 
his Worth, that can ever be imagined, from Men, being from the greateſt Foes of our 
Religion and Liberties, viz. the Pope with his Clergy, and France, who have, we 
may ſay, imprinted it deeply in his Fleſh in indelebile Characters, by the Hands and 
' Knife of their beloved and truſty Servant Gaiſcard, who deſerves as well to be Ca- 
nonized for that piece of Service, as Garnet and O!dcorn did, who were made Saints 
by the Pope for the Pomder-Plot, which they did carry on, and are even at this Day 
Worſhipped as ſuch at Rome. God preſerve us all from ſuch Saints. 
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
